federal building projects for con­ 
struction out of the allotted $3- 
300,000,000 and had submitted the 
list for the approval of President 
Roosevelt. 
Pending Mr. 
Roosevelt’s action 
Secretary Ickes said nothin?! defi­ 
nite about the list would be reveal­ 
ed. He declined to rtate the amount 
of money that would be required 
by the projects on the list, and 
there were conflicting reports as to 
that sum.

Acting upon orders of Postmaster 
General James Farley, requiring all 
clerks and carriers in postoffices to 
take nine days’ furlough during the 
quarter, beginning 
July L 
C. A. 
Williams, Gettysburg’s postmaster, 
today announced a change in the 
local carrier 
service, effective 
on 
Thursday. 
Beginning Thursday and contin­ 
uing for three months, local car­ 
riers will make only one trip on 
that day, 
and on Tuesdays 
and 
Wednesdays during the same pe­ 
riod the towm will be covered by 
three instead of four carriers. 
Delivery Delayed 
Local postoffice officials pointed 
out that inasmuch as Thursday is 
a half-holiday in Gettysburg during 
the summer months, the omission 
of a second mail delivery on that 
day will not cause any great in­ 
convenience. 
On Thursdays, the morning de­ 
livery of mail will be delayed 50 
minutes so that mail from the last 
incoming morning train can be de­ 
livered. The Thursday mail deliv­ 
ery service here will follow the same 
schedule as Saturday, when only 
one morning deliver/ is made. 
The four local carriers will re­ 
arrange their schedules for Tues­ 
day and Wednesday so that three 
of them will cover the entire town 
during the furlough period. 
Rural carriers are not affected 
by the 
furlough orders, 
but their 
cut was taken in their allowance for 
equipment maintenance from four 
cents a mile to one and seventeen 
one-hundredths of a cent a mile. 
All Are Affected
